o f view Theodore Roosevelt started life 
w ith tw o of the greatest handicaps an 
am bitious youth could hive- wealth 
and 111 health.

tion of Well established tradition con­ 
cerning national heroes the president 
w as born lo a great city.- His birth­ 
place was 28 F ast Twentieth street, 
N ew Yot*k city; tho date, Oct. 27, 1858,

His father. Theodore,

K nickerbocker family ural w as veil 
known throughout the city as u philan­ 
thropist and patriot.

licans,

Roosevelt 
next attracted notice as a limiter of 
big game.

animals of the west. 
President Harrison in 1889 appointed 
Mr. Roosevelt United .States civil serv­ 
ice commissioner. 
Ile was u firm be­ 
liever iii the competitive m erit system 
and put Ids Ideas iu force at once. 
President Cleveland retained bim In 
office, although Mr. Roosevelt resigned 
in 1895 to become president of the New 
York board of police commissioners.

unique

In 
Amcricnu public life, says the New 
York Times. 
Ills diversified aud vig­ 
orous activities have not only brought 
bim recognition and advancem ent in 
political life, but have won him renown 
upon the field of battle, In the Had 
Lands of the west as ranchman, hunt­ 
e r and cowboy and also iii the more 
peaceful pursuit of honors In the liter­ 
ary world. 
Mr. Hoosevelt the man is the exact 
physical antithesis of Theodore R oose­ 
velt the boy, though the mental charac­ 
teristics exhibited in early youth by 
the president are conceded to be tile 
(same as those which have now made 
b im famous. 
From a romantic mid novelistic point 
o f view Theodore Roosevelt started life 
w ith tw o of tile greatest handicaps an 
am bitious youth could have- wealth 
and IU health. 
In further contraven­ 
tion of well established tradition con­ 
cerning national heroes the president 
w as born iu a great city.. His birth­ 
place was 28 East Twentieth street, 
- JNew Yofk city; tho date, Oct. 27, 18,18, 
'w hich makes him the youngest of all 
'tine presidents. 
His father, Theodore, 
vwaa a wealthy descendant of an old 
Knickerbocker family and was v e il 
Itnown throughout the city os a philan­ 
thropist and patriot. 
Ills mother was 
a descendant of Archibald Bullock, 
first president of Georgia during the 
Revolution. 
njringbt generations of President Roose- 
rvelt’s family have lived lu New York, 
f and from the middle of the seventeenth 
* century th e nam e has been common in 
th e annals of the city, having been al­ 
m o s t equally prominent lu political, 
tMudaess ami social affairs. Tho found­ 
er of the family In America was Klans 
M am m on Roosevelt, who came from 
H fiioud In IOU and settled In New 
x « t k . 
* 'The young Theodore Is described in 
s?arly youth as a “weak eyed, pig chest­ 
ed boy, too frail to take part In the 
sports of lads of his ujie.” 
Though 
frail. however, 
young Theodore, or 
•‘Teddy,” as he was familiarly called 
b y his playmates, a name which clung 
to bim In later y ears—w as uot at all 
la c k in g la ambition or In courage. 
In 
th e veins of his ancestors there flowed 
D utch. Irish, Bcotcb aud French H u ­ 
guenot blood. 
•‘He obtained his name,” writes one 
o f bls biographers, “from the Dutch, 
from the Scotch his obstinacy, from the 
HYeneb hts Impetuosity and from the 
Krtsb bls ‘blarney,’ or gift of tougue.” 
Young Roosevelt was sent to private 
pebools during his early school years 
mad preparation for Harvard universi­ 
t y to avoid tho rough treatment of lioys 
la the public schools. 
Ile entered Har­ 
vard with the determination to make a 
man of himself mentally and physical­ 
ly . By obedience to the law s of health 
and careful exercise the puny, sickly 
b o y grew to robust manhood. 
At Har­ 
vard the tastes of young Roosevelt, al­ 
ready exhibited, for natural history 
- and bunting were plainly manifested. 
H is rifle, with which the had roamed

- R a y home, with the trophies of the 
‘ -chase, were the moat conspicuous ob- 
\3Wbts in his room. 
Live turtles, other

woe still remembered by bis classmates

For a time he was cap­ 
tain of the college polo club.

his captaincy the team never won a 
championship. 
Young 
Roosevelt 
was 
graduated 
from H arvard in 1880 and, though a 
close student, with no impairment of 
.health. 
After extended travel in Eu­ 
rope he returned lo the United States. 
Studied law for a few months aud 
then plunged at once into tile mael­ 
strom of municipal polities. 
Ile was 
selected In ISSI as assemblyman from 
the Twenty-lirst assembly district. 
At 
A lbany be was promptly dubbed a 
-‘silk stocking” and a “freak” of a pop 
• liter election. 
Mr. Roosevelt, then but 
tw enty-three years old, soon succeeded 
i In tnakhwg himself a storm center. 
<■*, In hts opinion “ politics and w ar are 
lite two biggest games that are played.” 
Aln one year Mr. Roosevelt was known 
VAI' 
the country as a new power In 
‘th e Albany halls of legislation. 
His 
best ;®own work in the legislature at 
th is tim e w as in connection with the 
passage of tin* acts abolishing the fee 
system in county offices aud in depriv­ 
i n g the board of aldermon-o* .heir veto 


power of the mayor’s appointments. 
This was a relic of the Tweed regime. 
In 1881 Mr. Roosevelt went to Chicago 
as chairman of the New York delega­ 
tion to the Republican national c o n v e n ­ 
tion. 
He opposed the nominal ion of 
Blaine, hut when Mf. Ria Inc berattle 
the Republican choice Mr. Roosevelt 
foil Info line and worked for tin* party 
candidate’s success. 
I 
The next two years of the president s 
life bore unexpected and unforeseen 
Irnit. 
They made him an author, pay- 
id ids way for appointment as assist­ 
ant secretary of the navy and undoubt­ 
edly suggested to blin the formation of 
Hie famous regiment of rough riders. 
After retirem ent from the legislature 
Mr. Roosevelt went each summ er to 
the ranch he had purchased in the Had 
Lands of North Dakota. 
He became 
there an expert rider of the vicious 
horse and gained u reputation as a 
courageous mum an indefatigable bunt­ 
er of big gam e and a sportsman of anil­ 
ity. 
There lie became Intimately ac­ 
quainted with the ranchmen, rustlers 
aud cow punchers who subsequently 
formed tile nucleus of the regiment of 
rough riders. 
In I HSI) Roosevelt was again in the 
turmoil of New 
York city politics. 
Henry George was a candidate for 
mayor. 
Abram S. Hewitt was the 
nominee of tin* Democrats. 
Mr. Roose­ 
velt was put In the field by tin* Repub­ 
licans. 
Mr. Hewitt won. 
Roosevelt 
next attracted notice as a bunter of 
big game. 
He delighted In hunting 
the grizzly bears urn! other tierce wild 
animals of Hie west. 
I’resident Harrison In 1889 appointed 
Mr. Roosevelt United States civil serv­ 
ice com m issioner. 
He was a Arm be­ 
liever in the competitive merit system 
and put his Ideas In force at once. 
President Cleveland retained bim lit i 
! office, although Mr. Roosevelt resigned 
in 1895 to become president of tile New 
York board o f police commissioners. 
i The police departm ent bad Just been 
exposed as corrupt to such an extent 
that many felt that only a reorganiza­ 
tion would work any radical Improve- 
inent. 
The Roosevelt police regime Is 
! remembered yet in the police depart- j 
mnt as one of the ablest the depart- , 
ment ever knew, 
tinder Mr. Roose- j 
velt the morale of the force became 
higher thun it has ever been since, and 
the efficiency of the men advanced In 
proportion. 
Mr. Roosevelt began by \ 
saying w hat he meant. 
Ile told the 
pollee to be honest and th a t lf they 
were not they would suffer for It and 
that lf they were they would not be 
persecuted* therefor by any Individual 
or political party. 
Ile determined thut 
the law requiring Sunday closing of 
saloons m ust be enforced. 
H e enforc- ! 
ed It. This aet aroused much criticism 
froui press find people, but it effectual­ 
ly stopped the poltce blackmail of sa 
loon keeper* 
President 
Roosevelt on April ti, 1897, to be assist­ 
ant secretary of the navy. 
From the 
very first lie foresaw the possibility of 
a conflict with Spain, and he set about ! 
preparing bls deiwrtnient for It. 
Ile 
left nothing undone that could secure 
the highest efficiency lu the service 
when the tim e for action came. 
When ! 
actual hostilities began, Mr. Roosevelt 
resigned his post In the navy depart­ 
ment, returned to the Bad Lands aud I 
organized a regiment of rough riders. 
He did not think his experience was 
I 
sufficient to qualify him to command j 
a regiment, and so when the rough rid­ 
ers were organized he declined to be- 
come colonel. He became the second in j 
command. 
Dr. Leonard Wood 
was 
made colonel. 
The history of Roosevelt and his 
rough riders during the Santiago cam ­ 
paign is too well known to be repeated. 
After Guasintas and San Juan Hill 
Colonel Wood was made a brigadier 
general and Lieutenant Colonel Roose­ 
velt the regiment’s colonel. 
After the 
campaign was over Colonel Roosevelt 
returned to the United States, the Idol 
of the country. 
Ho found himself al­ 
ready talked of for the gubernatorial 
nomination of this state. 
Not until he 
was a private citizen again, on Sept. 
15, would he talk politics. Ile then en­ 
tered Into the campaign with bis cus­ 
tomary vigor and impetuosity and was, 
after nomination at Saratoga by the 
Republican convention on Sept. 27. 
I SUS, elected governor of the state of 
New York over Augustus Van Wyck, 
the Democratic candiadate, by 17,786 
votes.

During the first four full fiscal years 
of President McKinley's adm inistra­

Here are the facts in the case. 
One policy for $50,000. with the New 
York Life, was in force at the time 
of his death, paid to the estate 
of 
William McKinley September 20. 1901. 
Previous to this $50,000 policy, Mr. 
McKinley had taken out with the New 
York Life, years before, one policy for 
$10,000, which matured, and on which 
the cash surrender value 
wras 
paid 
April 25. 1893. Another for $3,000 ma­ 
nured. on which the surrender value 
was paid May 16, 1895. 
It is 22 years since Mr. McKinley 
first connected himself with the New' 
York Life as a policy-holder. 
Ex-President Benjamin Harrison 
died last April, and the New York Life 
scut his family a check for $20,503 in 
settlement of a policy for $10,000 un­ 
der the 15-year Tontine, full return 
premium plan, by which it was agreed 
to pay the face of the policy plus ev­ 
ery single dollar deposited with this 
company in premiums, provided Gen­ 
eral Harrison died within the 15-year 
Tontine period. 
Fifteen premiums of 
$700.20 were deposited. General Harri­ 
son died just IO months before the ex­ 
piration of 15 years, so that his fam­ 
ily received a check from this com­ 
pany for the following:
